The Land Use Element is based upon the policy of guiding new development into areas where 
urbanization is logical, environmentally sound and least costly to serve, while conserving 
future options for development and helping to meet the needs of County residents. This 
Element seeks to maintain a high quality of life in Palm Beach County.

Commissioners all contributed to the generation of several long-term planning directions. 
These directions, along with the data and analysis completed as part of the overall 
Comprehensive Plan effort, provided the basis for preparation of the Goals, Objectives and 
Policies of the Land Use Element and other elements of the Comprehensive Plan. These 
directions reflect the kind of community the residents of Palm Beach County desire.

A. Introduction: 


This section of the Land Use Element includes the requirements for adopting the Unified Land - 
Development Codes and approving developments in accordance with the Land Use Element. 
This section identifies those uses permitted in the future land use categories established within 
this Element. However, the Unified Land Development Codes adopted by the Board of 
County Commissioners may limit or restrict any of the land uses permitted by the Land Use 
Element. Further, all land use decisions made after adoption of this Plan must be consistent 
with all elements of the Comprehensive Plan including the Concurrency Management Program 
set forth in the Capital Improvement Element. 


Due to its scale, the generalized Land Use Plan map included as part of the map package 
cannot show the details of the future land use designations, and is therefore not to be 
considered the official Future Land Use Atlas Plan Map. THE €COUNFY FUTURE LAND 
USE ATLAS PEAN MAP ON FILE AT THE DEPARTMENT OF PLANNING, 
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ZONING AND BUILDING IS THE OFFICIAL FUTURE LAND USE ATLAS PEAN 
MAP. The Atlas consists of a series of individual sheets at a scale of 1" = 600' depicting the 
boundaries of the future land use categories, as well as their respective sub-categories' 
intensity level designations, underlying/alternative uses, special overlays, use restrictions or 
special conditions attached to a Future Land Use Atlas PtanMMap amendment, and urban and 
rural service areas which are not shown on the generalized Land Use Plan Map. The Atlas 
also includes the Thoroughfare Right-of-Way Identification Map and other maps required by 
Chapter 163, F.S. and Rule 9J-5. 


In some cases, rear portions of lots intended to be designated Commercial or Industrial may 
appear to lie outside the mapped area due to the lack of detail of the Land Use Plan Atlas 
Maps and the actual configuration of a lot or lots. Therefore, the information in Figure 1 will 
be used in determining the specific depth of commercial or industrial designations where 
individual lot lines are not coterminous with a mapped future land use. 


All disputes regarding land use boundaries, including residential density, will be decided using 
the Future Land Use Atlas PtanMap and Figure 1, where applicable.

2: Failure to meet standards and conditions shall subject the agricultural use to 
the enforcement procedures in Article 14 of the ULDC. 


3: Aerial application of pesticides, fungicides, fertilizers or any other chemical 
shall be reviewed and appropriate regulations shall be included in the ULDC. 


4. Overspraying of pesticides, fungicides, fertilizers, herbicides or any other 
chemical shall be prohibited. 


56. Any existing agricultural uses within the urban services area shall be 
considered to be conforming. Any expansion of existing agricultural uses and 
any new agricultural uses shall be consistent with all applicable requirements 
and subject to review by the appropriate staff or review board as identified in 
the ULDC. 


Section 2: Revisions to the Palm Beach County Zoning Map 


After Plan adoption, all zoning-related decisions including revisions to the Palm Beach 
County Zoning Map, shall be consistent with the Comprehensive Plan. 


Zoning map district changes will be initiated by the County on a selective basis to eliminate 
inconsistent land uses and to further the Goals, Objectives and Policies of the Comprehensive 
Plan. All map rezoning changes initiated either by the property owner or by the County must 
be to a zoning district that is consistent with the land use provisions described in this Element 
and as provided above for Type | and Type 2 Land Use Designations.

To provide incentives for Planned Development Districts, the Plan provides that a 
development zoned may be zoned for the maximum density allowed by the sub-category only 
if zoned as a Planned Development District. This applies to developments of three or more 
acres and to future land use categories that allow densities of two dwelling units per acre or 
greater. The Rural Residential sub-categories and Low Residential 1 sub-category are exempt 
from this requirement as are mobile home parks. 


A Planned Development District is entitled to approval at the maximum density if such 
approval meets all required level of service standards and is consistent with the Unified Land 
Development Code requirements for Planned Development Districts. Prior to a PUD being 


approved, the County shall initiate a review that the proposed PUD is reasonably compact anc 
on-serpentine in form, and does not create isolated pockets which are not able to be
